Theaters will be built, and reformers will continue to 
preach against the immorality of the stage. While the theatrical managers 
are boasting of “great’’ business, or deploring a converse condition, the blue- 
birds will be getting ready for summer, so that before we realize how the 
bald old deceiver ‘“‘Time” is capering, our eyes will be greeted with full-sheet 
posters, announcing the coming of the circus. Thus and so will it be. 

The year passing has been much like other years in all respects. Some 
branches of the amusement business have prospered largely; others with 
variable degrees, but considering that it was presidential year—usually a 
bugaboo for amusement people as well as merchants and business men—the 
season was a fairly good one for all concerned. It was a good year for The 
Billboard. A splendid year. The big business which last season warranted 
the erection of our own six-story plant, into which we moved in March, was 
even bettered in 1912. Our circulation has had a steady, material increase, 
and our friends are greater in number. We thank you all, readers and ad- 
vertisers, We thank our correspondents for their loyalty, we thank our con- 
temporaries for gratuitous advertising given us, and, in fact, we thank every- 
body who has contributed to our support.

THE DRAMA, THE THEATER, AND THE PRELATES. 


Last Thursday the Associated Press sent out the following dispatch, and 
it was carried with scare heads by all papers subscribing to that service: 

“New York, December 18.—Elimination of the divorce problem and the 
‘triangle plot’ from the drama as a step to improving morality of the stage was 
Suggested by Cardinal Farley and other members of the National Catholic 
Theater Movement, at the home of the Cardinal today. 

“Several of the present Broadway plays were described as having descend- 
pad ws ‘as low a depth as possible without making it necessary to call in the 
police.’ 

“Cardinal Farley discussed the ‘evil influence of the modern stage,’ and 
said parents must hurry a movement toward creating a sentiment against bad 
Plays. 

“In the kind of plays we attack we must pick out the so-called problem 
plays,’ he said. ‘The patently vulgar plays are bad enough, but those that deal 
in the sex problem are the most dangerous. They weaken the teachings of 
childhood, they put evil in the minds of the young, and they lessen the sanct- 
ity of marriage vows. Many of the divorces in this country are, in my opinion, 
due to ideas gathered by young persons from problem plays. 

“The theater in ages when the miracle and mystery plays had the vogue, 
was a place of instruction and beneficial amusement. We should return to 
that kind.’ 

“Committees were appointed to further the movement.” 

Cardinal Gibbons, in his Christmas issue, carried by the same papers, 
saves us the trouble of commenting on Cardinal Farley’s meddlesome move. 

Cardinal Gibbons pooh-poohes it, and, in truth, pooh-pooh is all that it 
deserves. The following is an excerpt from his message: 

“Of the movement reported to have been inaugurated in New York a 
few days ago, to purify the stage, the Cardinal said: 

“*No such organization can render the stage what it should be. Such re- 
forms are only brought about very gradually. Unfortunately we can not legis- 
late people into being good; but I believe we are steadily marching forward, 


and that every fase of life in America is bound, sooner or later, to improve. 
“‘*Attempts to reform conditions suddenly are useless, and these efforts 
to reform the stage are being made constantly with the same result.’” 


THEATRICALS, SPORTS AND THE DAILY PAPER. 


Now comes the man who believes the daily newspapers give too much 
space to sports and too little to theatricals. We reprint an editorial which 
recently made its appearance in a New York journal: 

“The theater, and doings of the theatrical world, appeals to fully nine- 
tenths of the people in any city. Baseball, prize fights, etc., interest not over 
one-third of the number who follow theatricals. Yet, the daily and Sunday 
newspapers all over the country devote a full page, and often more, to sports. 
I have searched the pages of newspapers year after year, and am unable to 
find a solitary paid advertisement for any of the sports, while all theaters 
advertise both daily and Sunday, in addition to which they pay double in free 
tickets of admission. 

“Sporting editors are the promoters of the fights, which are run in com- 
petition to the theater, or paying advertisers. The sporting event has un- 
limited space, both in sporting and news columns, while the combined theaters 
have a measley few incnes. ‘Who’s Who’ and ‘What's What’ in the theater 
world, as well as the present and coming attractions at the local theater, is 
news, and has an acknowledged news value to any live journal. This fact is 
conceded by all up-to-date newspapermen. Sporting news also has a news 
value, but three times as many people are interested in theaters as there are 
in sports, therefore, why do the sporting events get the most publicity? A 
newspaper is distinctly a commercial proposition. They print news that will 
interest their readers, to induce purchasers and advertisers in their columns, 
News column space should be dealt out in reading notices according to the 
amount of paid advertising credited, and according to the number of readers 
interested in that particular class of news.” 


LABOR UNIONS AND IMMIGRATION. 


There are many reasons advanct by the labor unions of the country 
for the United States placing restrictions on immigration. Many of these rea- 
sons are cogent reasons. 

To our mind, the educational test is the most important one advanct. 
The United States Government was founded on the principle of an enlightened 
citizenship. We would not be departing in any way from our traditions were 
we to insist that immigrants shall have mastered at least the rudiments of 
education—say a grammar school education, before they are admitted. 

An illiterate is a person, fourteen years of age, or older, unable to read or 
write any language. 

If illiterate immigrants come to us fourteen years and older we are pow- 
erless to educate them, for the compulsory education laws apply only to chil- 
dren fourteen years of age and younger. 

Even tho the American policy has always been an open-door one to immi- 
grants, we have always reserved the right to exclude certain criminal, pauper, 
insane and diseased classes. 

We reserved this right because these classes might, or would, become a 
burden to the states. 

The greatest of all burdens to any state is the densely ignorant illiterate. 
Shut him out. 

We hope that every member of the profession will line up on the side of 
the unions, and support their demand for an illiteracy test. 


DO IT NOW.

New York, Dec. 17 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Many govd plays have come to this country 


from Londen, but the latest arrival is by far 
the worst thing that New York has seen for 
a good long time. gras a play dealing with 
modern everyday cBuiitions of life, originally 


written by Klizabei Baker, and adapted to 
American conditions¥by Porter Emerson Browne, 
was given its American premiere at the Criterion 
Theater here yestew§ay afternoon. Chains was 
received with such loud roar of applause in 
London that great Things were expected of it 
in this country, but oftentimes there is many 
a slip ‘twixt the cup and the lip. In this case, 
Chains failed to arouse even a semblance of 
enthusiasm in this country. It may possibly 
be the fault of the adaptation, but it is hard 
to tell why it made such a proneunced hit in 
London and then failed to score here. 

There are several faults to Chains. In the 
first place, there i4 very little or no action. 
Nothing is done whatever. The characters are 
continually talking about doing something, 
something very radical, but nothing ever hap- 
pens. The play is the story of a poor fifteen- 
dollar-per-week clerk, who is dissatisfied witn 
his lot. He sees absolutely no chance to get 
shead in the game under present conditions. 
South America looks good to him, as the saying 
goes It is far away, and he wants to get as 
far away as possible from his present surround- 


ings. Ilis wife, however, a poor little narrow- 
minded creature, thinks that his love for her 
hax cooled, and that that is his reason for 


wishing to pull out and leave her to her own 
resources, She can not see that any present 
sacrifice would be decidedly worth while if it 
resnited in the future betterment of their con- 
ditions. Our bero is encouraged in his resolve 
by his sister-in-law, who is also tired of her 
bum-~irum existence. It is finally decided that 
he will depart without letting bis wife know 
anything abont his plans, and then when he 
has succeeded in establishing himself on a 
firmer basis, he intends to send for her. But 
bis plans miscarry. On the very morninz on 
which he is to depart, his wife biushingly in- 
forms him of a very vital secret. Te is then 
“chained’’ ticht to her, and no chance wil] he 
ever have of getting along In the world. But 
it Is most peculiar that now he sees oppor- 
tunities In his office work which were not ap- 
arent before. Of course there is the added 
neentiv to work the best he knows how in his 
present circumstances, and he possibly realizes 
that his oppertunity les right where he is 
rather than in some far-away country of which 
he knows absolutely nothing except what he 
bas heard. Thus the play ends. The plot is 
fairly well conceived, and it must have been 
well worked ont in the original play. but in 
the American adaptation, Chains is a good deal 
of a failure. The andience fails to appreciate 
the sacrifices that are constantly being made 
by the hero of the play to keep peace in the 
family. There are some very amusing sayings 
in the piece that somewhat relieve the monotony 
of the whole, and without them there is no 
doubt that the andience wou'd have gone to 
sleep and anored ever more londly than did one 
of the 


eharacters in the plar.. Shelly Tin!! 
played Richard Wilson fairly well in svite of 
the purposelessness of the character.

INTERESTING INTERVIEWS—No. 3. 


We waited impatiently while our artist tipped the boy who carried 
his easel, as we knew Phil Kornheiser’s time is ever valuable, and that , 
a date for 11 A. M. did not mean 11:01 A. M. As we mounted the dusty 
Staircase that led to the professional department of the Leo Feist con- 
cern, we paid no attention to our artist’s expression of regret at having 
permitted the boy to depart so speedily. For we were busily engaged in 
vividly imagining the anticipated replies Phil would make to our in- 
quiries, and wondering what attitude the booster of songs like When I 
Get You Alone Tonight would assume toward obscene songs. 

Phil’s office contained a miscellaneous aggregation of things musical, 
including a piano, a desk, two chairs (one of which belonged to the 
desk)—but no Phil. Just as we were about to inquire his whereabouts, 
he burst thru the door, like an escaped convict, escaping while the es- 
caping was good, locked and bolted it, threw his hat and coat on one 
chair, thrust his feet on the piano stool, and then, taking satisfaction in 
the knowledge that all chairs were occupied, while the visitors were com- 
pelled to stand, gave way to the following expressiv audible soliloquy: 

“They call this my private office, but it’s a d it’s a lic. Might as 
well have a private office in a madhouse. Believe me, that bunch outside 
use it more than I do. I only come in here to dictate letters, and I quit 
dictating them ever since I held down this job. Do you know—(inter- 
rupting himself suddenly)—Say, fellows, I won't be able to give you 
much more of an interview this morning. Haven't I said enough?” 

We told him he had comprehensivly talked about everything, ex- 
cepting what we wanted to know, while we nudged our artist to quit 
flirting with Miss Flannigan, peering in from the hallway, and reminded 
him that Kornheiser might bring the interview to a speedy conclusion if 
he conceived the slightest suspicion that his likeness was being drawn 
upon the willing canvas. 

Kornheiser looked bored. You have seen pictures of Napoleon at 
Waterloo. Perhaps you witnessed the execution of a medieval monarch. 
Photos of poverty-stricken mothers at Christmas-time, doubtless, have 
come to your notice. But you know nothing of the supreme in human 
emotions, unless you have seen Phil. Kornheiser—bored!

: If the dog hasn't taught him too much, he’ll write a hit. It 
doesn’t make any difference whether songs are smutty or not. If the 
grammar isn’t too clean for the smut, the dirty song has a dandy chance. 
Is there anything else you'd like to know?”

SATISFACTORY TO ALL 


Manufacturers Confirm Report of Mutual Film Corpora- 
tion Withdrawal From Film Supply Company, and Ex- 
press Satisfaction Over Move Which Will Work 
to Betterment of All Parties Concerned 


New York, Dec. 21 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The withdrawal of the Mutual Film Corpora- 
tion from the Film Supply Company bas practic 
ally created a third faction in the ludepenudent 
rauks of the film business, ne new faction aris 
ing but the independent operation of the two 
dividing parties coming about. 

The Film Supply Company lost no time in 
securing new brands to take the place of the 
seceding American, Reliance, Thanhouser and 
Majestic brands which form the wanufacturing 
end of the Mutual Corporation formerly releasing 
thru the Film Supply Company. TUrairle. Mou 
arch, Vilot, Magumt and Anchor are the Dames 
of the new brands the Film Supply Company will 
handle in the future. 

The mest salient feature of the Mutual Com- 
pany’s pew policy will be the adoption of the 
method of screen examinations of films which 
the company purchases from outside manufac 
turers. 

Ip speaking of plans for the future, Herbert 
Blache, president of the Film Supply Company 
sald: ‘There is little comment to make save 
that the Film Supply Company will continue 
along the same lines and policies it bas pursued 
since its inception. We want to assure the ex- 
hibitors who have been using our program, that 
the withdrawal of certain brands of film from 
our program gives us no material concern no 
cause for serious consideration, neither should 
it bave any effect upou our allied organizations. 
It is the privilege of a coupuny to 
withdraw as it sees fit, as it is our 
privilege to add another company as we 
see fit. The facts of the matter are these. 
At about the time of the organization of the 
Film Supply Company, there became allied with 
it an organization of exchanges which had ex- 
prest a desire that the Film Supply Company 
confine its selling to thelr exchauges exclusivly. 
The Film Supply Company signified a willingness 
to enter into such an alliance so long as the 
exchange organization consented that there 
should be no discrimination as to manufacturers 
product when their exchanges bought film. After 
a time it was brought to the attention of the 
Film Supply Company that exhibitors in various 
parts of the country were unable to secure any 

5 at! im thers desired and upon investigation 
bere ex'Sent that the manufacturers who 


} ze fits interest in the exchange corpo- 
retiou, were being discriminated against in 
f*~c. cf those manufacturers who were Interested 


1”, the Sim corporation. With this condition ap- 
werent, a number of exchange privileges were 
granted by the Film Supply Company in those 
tererories where the exhibitor was having dif 
ficulty in selecting just what he desired and 
could not get his pick from the Film Supply 
Company's program at the film corporation ex- 
change in his territory. Following this estab- 
lishment of exchanges by the Film Supply Com 
pany. the exchange saw fit to withdraw certain 
brands of film from our program and so it has 
been done, The brands withdrawn will be im- 
mediately supplemented by others of carefully 
selected quality. At an early date there wil! 
start as part of our program the Pilot, All-Star, 
Monarch, Magnet, Anchor and Prairie brands. 
The Film Supply Company is also at present 
negotiating with several of the more prominent 
theatrical concerns and very soon will offer a 
series of unusual productions exclusivly thru 
their program.” 

The members of the Mutual Company persist 
in their method of having little to say regarding 
the effect of their move upon the market, con- 
tinuing im their praise of the Mutual Service 
and claiming the withdrawal from the Film 
Supply Company was made in the Interest of 


. Quality and the welfare of the exhibitor. 


When questioned as to the reason for the 
withdrawal of the Mutual Film Corporation from 
the Film Supply Co., Vice-president H. E, Ait- 
ken sald: 

“The Mutual Film Corporation is the only 
eempany in America which is purely an ex 
change proposition and is not dominated or con 
trolled by manufacturers. It ts in a position 
to demand of these who desire to sell their films 
that the subjects shall be of a clean character, 
the fotografy perfect, the settings artistic and 
the acting of a high class. 

“The first duty of the Mutual Film Corpora 
tion is to the exhibitor, from a commercial 
standpoint, and It is necessary to secure the best 
program in its power, regardiess of distributing 
agencies. 

“This will resnit In no change in our program 
for if any manufacturers should refuse to deal 
with us on the baxis of qnality—which is bardly 
probable if they have the quality—we are in a 
position to supply brands in substitution thereof 
On a moment's notice. 

“The standing order proposition favors the 
manufacturer of Inferior films only, and does not 
benefit the maker of the superior article. It has 
proven detrimental to the exchange and the ex 
Liblter, for it reeuires a notice of several weeks 
to cancel a subject, and if the undesirability of 
a subject is not discovered within such time 
the order cannot be cancelled. The Mutual 
Film Corporation will inspect every reel before 
it places an order. 

“This is practically establishing an open 
market, and wil! give to the exhibitor using the 
Mutual Service an ideal program. 

“The Mutual Film Corporation will also issue 
its own Weekly, which will be snappy and in- 


teresting, and the best that can possibly be 
made, 

“The policy of the Mutual Film Corporation | 
will make It unnecessary for high-class mauu- | 
facturers te enter Into distributing agencies or | 
combinations, as we shall only be too pleased 
to encourage good producers,

and Punch Companies have already withdrawn

The present maximum seating capacity allowable 
under such a license is 300. Many other provisos 
are contained in the bill such as the elimination 
of vaudevil, the supervision of the license bureau 
in a stricter sense than at present and the ap 
pointment of a censorship board to be drawn 
from the Board of Education. 


The last feature, the censorship board. was the 
subject of much discussion by the Aldermen 
before the bill was passed. It seems that cen- 
sorship is not wanted by either the exbibitors 
or by the civic organizations, Ralph Folks, 
father of the ordinance, provided for no censor 
ship board, +this feature having been added by 
one of the Aldermen before the bill was passed 
upon, 


The making of a law ont of the orlinance 
is now up te Mayor Gaynor, No opinion was 
fortheoming from this official. and the Aldermen 
were divided as to thelr faith in the Mayor’s 
favoring the ordinance, 

The bill Is the first effectiv one and all-em- 
bracing one passed by the New York Roard of 
Aldermen and marks a long step in the progress 


of motion picture legislation. The exhibitors are 
all in favor of its passage into law and have 
workt hard to see it progress, 


MIRACLE HELD AT CUSTOMS HOUSE.

H. G. Sehultz, of the New York Film Com- 
pany, went to Washington today and exhibited 
the company’s American copyright on the film 
production. Woods hodg the copyright on the 
dramatic production, The matter was argued 
before Chief Customs Official Haldstedt, who 
decided that the New York Film Company had a 
perfect right to import the copies from Ger- 
many, and that in his opinion, it was probable 
that Woods cou'd not only not stop the New 
York Film Company importing its films but 
could not bring in any of his films. 

The Miracle is being shown at five or sis 
different places in the United States, but no 
attempt is being made to stop these exhibitions, 
The decision by Customs Official Haldstevlt 
practically settles the question of American 
rights on the film unless Woods takes further 
action, attacking one of the exhibitions now 
going on and reverses the decision made today

I am even inclined to believe that ifa glass of beer will rest one or quench a 
thirst, or change a mood, that what it accomplishes more than offsets this 
negligible loss in potentiality. 

Il am very strongly of the notion that the relaxation and beneficial socia- 
bility promoted by an occasional light drink or two will help nerves more than 
they will hurt them, 

Rut I know that excessiv drinking or even. overindulgence is a silly game, 
and one which none but a very young fool or an old coward will persist in 
until he deliberately diseases—habitual heavy drinking is a disease—and inca- 
pacitates himself. 

A whole lot of sympathy is wasted on the unconfirmed drunkard. Excuses 
are made and extenuations pleaded that have little or no existence in fact. 
Every man can settle the drinking question with and for himself, if he wants 
to. There are asylums for the others.

THE EXPOSITION THAT WILL BE READY. 


San Francisco, Dec. 19 (Special to The Bin- 
board) The exposition that will be ready.”’ 
This is the slogan that San Francisco wishes 
to put before the publ.ic at this time so that 
the good news way be heralded thruout the 
world Within ten months each ove of the great 


exhibit palaces of the main group of exposition 
buildings will be under construction. All of 
them will be completed on or before June 25,

Today, upon the occasion of the first announce-

The first great palace to be commenced will 
be that devoted to machinery. The contract for 
this will be let on or before January 1; from 
then on contracts for the other great exhibit 
palaces will be let at the rate of two a month, 
and all of these great structures must be In 
course of construction inside of nine months, 

While other expositions have employed a great 
number of men shortly before their opening and 
have consequently lost a great deal in time and 
etliciency, the officials will distribute their 
labor so that the maximum employment will 
come a long time before the expusition opens. 
A large number of men will be given employment 
within 90 days, and this number will be grad- 
wally Increased until the fall of 1913, when 
the work of construction will be at its height 
on all buildings, and as rapidly as these are 
completed the number of men will become less 
from wonth to month. 

The exposition is receiving a measure of at- 
tention that has been accorded none other of the 
great expositions in history. This American 
wonder work, the Panama Canal, grips the In- 
terest of the world and bas assured a participa- 
tion by the foreign nations in America’s cele- 
bration that bas proved peculiarly gratifying 
to all Americans.

Professional people, perhaps, have 
more excuse than those of any other 
ealling. The bar room all too often af- 
fords them, if not their only, at least 
their readiest, opportunity for social 
intercourse and diversion.

Every 
morning that he breakfasts off of a 
charcoal tablet anda Red Raven split, 
nature is whispering: “Have a care, 
you fool—let the drinks goround less 
frequently tonight—let the round pass 
you occasionally—take a cigar oftener, 
When it is your treat, do not insist on 
every one drinking out and having a 
fresh one. If they prefer to fin'sh the 
one tkey have, respect their wishes. 
They will thank you, think more of 
you, and respect your wishes in turn. 
You will not be esteemed niggardly or 
cheap or cadjy. Hold up your end— 
hold it as high as the Woolworth 
Building, but don’t be an ass—don’t 
continue to drink when it gags you— 
don’t be a swine.”

Treating is responsible for fully 


half of the confirmed drunkerds in 
America. In this connection the fol- 
lowing excerpt from St. Paul “Pioneer 
Press” is interesting: 

“The Supreme Court of the State 
of Washington has upheld the right 
of the city of Tacoma to enforce an 
anti-treating ordinance. The Court 
holds that the power to regulate sa- 
loons means also the power to regulate 
the conduct of citizens in saloons. 

“The Court did not consider serious- 
ly the argument that treating is an act 
of hospitality, and that it was an indi- 
vidual right which could not be 
abridged. The Court says this argu- 
ment has no weight whatever in sup- 
port of a practice which becomes a 
menace to morality and order. It holds 
that the citizen has no inherent right 
to treat another in a saloon which is 
under the control of the police power. 
“Whatever the right of the citizen may 


be elsewhere, he has no inherent rig: 
even to buy liquor in such a place.’ 
“It will be interesting to watch ¢ 
effect of the decision. Whether such 
an ordinance can be successfully ey- 
forced is open to question. One thine 
will be generally admitted, and that is 
that with the treating system abo'- 
ished the sale of liquor would fal! of 
tremendously. The number of peop'e 
who drink alone is inconsequentia 
The great bulk of liquor drinking is 
done under the guise of ‘sociability.’ ” 


it is a rotten precedent to establish—strikes 
another blow at personal liberty—gives additional 
color to the charge that Americans biow more 
about liberty and enjoy less of it than any peo- 
ple on earth. But it shows very plainly how danger. 
ous treating is considered older men—men 
who have gone over the road that younger men 
are now just setting forth on. 


I am not a teetotaler nor a prohi- 
bitionist—not by a long shot. I am 
about as far from being a temperance 
crank as anything you can well imag- 
ine, but I do know that drinking im- 
pairs an actor or performer's reliabil- 
ity very greatly. I know, furthermore, 
that a reputation for reliability is a 
very great asset to the actor. It ranks 
away up yonder almost side by side 
with talent or skill in the estimation 
of managers. 

It gets work. It gets long engage- 
ments. It gets choice engagements. 
AND IT GETS THE COIN. It isa big- 
ger salary booster than favorable 
press comment or influence or pull of 
any kind. 

Lots of young fellows drink too 
much out of fear of the comment of 
companions of their own age, or the 
unexpressed opinions of older ones. 
They can not bear to think that others 
may consider them afraid to drink— 
afraid that they cannot stand much, 
or afraid of disobeying parental or 
friendly injunctions, or breaking 
promises made to wives or sisters. 

No one ever harbored such a 
thought save a fool, and no one is 
afraid of the opinion of a fool save 
another fool. .

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AN APPRECIATION OF JAMES L. KERNAN 


Baltimore loses its most prominent and best- 
Known citizen aud teairical wauager thru the 
death of Juwes Lawrence Kernan, at tbe age 
of 74 years. ‘uere are wauny men in this 
community in aii pursuits of life and whuse 
Dawes ure pruuiluent avd are regarded as in- 
fiuentiai citizeus. ‘ibe name of herman exceeus 
@li iu pubic esteem and reverence, and his death 
Meaus a distinct ivss to this city. Charity was 
his greatest picasure and his favorite pastime 
Was tv entertain poor chiidren. The orphaus aud 
ecrippied culidren trom the different institutions, 
Wilbout regard ww race or creed, were brought 
to the Maryiand Theater frequently during ihe 
seasun. 

Mr. Kernan was the son of a feed merchant, 
Whose jaace of vusivess vecupied the same spot 
of the Maryland Theater. Mr. Kernan began 
bis career us a cierk in a dry goods store, after 
Wuich be secured a position in the empioy of 
the Baitimuore & Onio isaiiroad. He remained 
in this position until 1862, and then he enlisted 
in the Confederate army during the Civil War. 
He was in General Lee's army, and while figut 
ing down in Shenandoah Vaiiey, be was cap- 
tured and made a prisoner of war with otuer 
coluraues,. 

After the war, be made a trip thru Europe, 
and aiter his return he started in the theatrical 
business with his brother, Kugene Kernan, in 
a buiiding on the site now occupied by the 
Mouumental iueater, In 1872 the building was 
destroyed by tire and the present sirucituie Was 
erected. 

ln 1090, Mr. Kernan became associated with 
George W. Kife and George Houck, and took 
up tue lease of Muuwiday Street Theater, which 
Was weld by the late Jobn W. Albaugh. In 
1892, Mr. Wkernan secured the old Natatorium, 
ou Nortu lioward Street. This buiiding ad- 
joined the Academy of Music, where the Audi- 
torlum ‘ibeater pow stands. Mr. Kernan had 
the builiing aitered, aud installed a tank for 
fee skuting, and the olwer part of the building 
Was used as a wuseum, similar to the Kden 
Musee. Vive years later the building was cun- 
verted inio a reguiar theater, in which burlesque 
and vaudevil were presented. Hyde's Comedians, 
Weber aug Fields, Ward and Vokes, Montgomery 
and Stove, and other weii-known actors of the 
present day were featured on the boards. 

Mr. Kernan operated the Monumenta! Theater 
until: it Was taken over by the Empire Circuit. 
He branched out by taking the Lyceum and 
Majestic ibeaters in Washington. He aiso built 
a theater in Buffalo at the time of the Expusi- 
tion in that city. 

In 1902, Mr. wernan started his million dollar 
tripie enterprise, Which consists of the Maryland 
and Auditorium Theaters and Hotel Kernan. 
The Maryland Theater was opened first with 
Madawe f’atti on ter last tour in this country. 
Mr. Kernan tried to present bhigh-ciass dramas 
at this house, but he did not succeed. Mrs. 
Fiske, James bh. Uackett, Creston Clarke and 
other prominent stars appeared there, and after 
one season, the heith vaudevil was started, and 

en successful ever since. 

The Auditorium Theater was opened in 1904, 
with popuiar-price wusical productions of the 
Stair and Maviin shows, and feur years ago the 
Shuberts leased the house. The hernan Hotel 
bas been a great success. 

Last year, Mr. Kernan decided to give away 
his fortune before his death, and he established 
the James Lawrence Kernan Hospital and School 
for Crippled Children. Mr. Kernan’s personal 
interesis were trausferred to the Kernan Com- 
pany so as to protect bis affairs in event of his 
death. Fred C. Schanberger and Shirley Carter 
are the directors of the company. The James 
L. Kernan Company was incorporated for 
$600,000; 5,400 shares of $540,000 was used to 
establish the Kernan Hospital, and later Mr. 
Kernan added $10,000 for equipment. 1,600 
shares, at a par value of $100, were Set aside 
by the trustees for the Kernan chiidren. 

Mr. Kernan is survived by two sons and one 
daughter, Joseph and Kugene Kernan, and Mrs. 
George Hi. Thomas, of Kast Orange, N '

more money than any other one cause. Then 
why are good bills not held together when they 
do happen to occur? 

Reading lines or ‘‘talking,.’’ if you will, is a 
finer art than dancing. or singing. or playing 
an instrument. There is no such instrument as 
the human voice—no such a medium of expression 
as spoken words. They may excite love, adora 
tion—jou, or fear, hate, horror. Then why 4 
vaudevilians pratice other things for hours—nayr 
years—and yet never give a lesson or a thought 
to elocution. proner breathing or the merest 
rudiments of correct and intelligent delivery of 
**talk?’’

The same amount of wit tinc 
tured with a shade of refinement and delicacy 
goes much better. and if there be no nobler mo 
tiv. there is more money in it. Moreover, the 
money doesn’t stink.
